The victim was the son of one of the lead­ 
ing last manufacturers of Chicago. The 
family home is at Charlevoix, Mich. I ne 
mother aud sister are now in the city visit­ 
ing the world's fair and located near tue 
grounds. None of the family attended the 
inquest. Young Van Felt is said to have 
been dissipated in habits, 
until recently, 
wueu he was sent to Dwight. A short time 
ago ne was discharged as cured and ms 
father is said to have been very much 
pleased at the apparent result. 
Two years ago Van Felt was engaged to 
Miss Minnie Cerin a me of Traverse City, 
M idi., but the engagement was broken, aud 
her Anal rejection of him yesterday was the 
cause of his suicide.

Tin* blade is Rhort. but long 
enough to inflict a fatal wound, and 
so strong and keen that it will divide a 
rib under a powerful blow, or cut 
through any garment like su much 
paper. 
The peculiar position of the handle 
leaves nothing for an adversary to 
grasp at except Hie blade, so that it is 
almost impossible for tho wielder of 
the knife to Is* disarmed, tin* more so 
as the handle curves in at the end. giv­ 
ing the fingers a better hold upon it. - 
Chieago Times.

TI)** slender white shoot is 
good for nothing to begin a healthy 
growth, and it has taken so much of 
the substance of the jwifato that it is 
valueless for seed or for eating. Ex­

the sunlight and drying 
winds, however, make the seed better. 
Put tile potatoes in a light, cool room, 
but one that will not freeze. 
The 
slower the green shoot pushes and the 
more th** potato dries out the stronger 
will la* its subsequent growth.

A D eadly W eapon W hich Men May 
U*e in Flalitlng;. 
The gim let knife, so-called because 
its handle resem bles that of a gimlet, 
is so deadly and dangerous that its 
m anufacture is forbidden by law. 
In a fight the handle is grasped w ith 
the blade betw een the second and third 
fingers, the upper part of the blade 
being draw n dow n to a shank so as to 
prevent cutting the fingers w hen the 
knife is so held. 
Tb blade when in 
position represents m erely an ex ten ­ 
sion of the axis of the arm , and is not 
held at right angles w ith the arm , as 
the villain in the play holds h is k n if e . 
The blade is m ade of the best razor 
steel, is double-edgd for the low er two- 
thirds of Its length, as is as keen as a 
razor. 
It is not dagger-pointed, but lias 
the strong/sf form ation of a rounding 
point. 
The blade is short, but long 
enough to Inflict a fatal wound, and 
so strong and keen th a t it will divide u 
rib under a pow erful blow, or cut- 
through nny garm ent like so much 
paper. 
The peculiar position of the handle 
leaves nothing for an adversary to 
grasp at except the blade, so that it is 
alm ost im possible for the w ielder of 
the knife to be disarm ed, the m ore so 
as the handle curves in at the end. glv 
ing the fingers a better hold upon it - 
Chicago Times.

If the eye of the potato is allow ed to 
grow In a w arm , dark place It quickly 
saps nil th e vigor from the shoot and 
also from the tuber, says A m erican 
C ultivator. The slender w hite shoot is 
good for nothing to begin a healthy 
grow th, and it has taken so m uch of 
the substance of the potato th a t it is 
valueless for seed or for eating. Ex­ 
posure 
to 
the sunlight 
and 
drying 
winds, how ever, m ake the seed better. 
But the potatoes in a light, cool room, 
bu t one th a t will not freeze. 
The 
slow er the green shoot pushes and the 
m ore the potato dries out the stronger 
will Ik* its subsequent grow th. 
It also 
m akes a g reat difference in earliness. 
Home 
m arket 
gardeners 
who 
have 
learned this secret alw ays get early 
Crops ixjtatoes iu m arket before their neigh- 
wili not quarrel. 
You can Just as well ; bors. They often cut the se<*d and 
spread it thickly so th a t it m ay dry out 
m ore th an uncut seed and become 
m ore thoroughly greened. A sunburned 
potato u tterly unfit for eating makes, 
because of th a t fact, all the better 
seed. 


put your potatoes the w hole length by 
the side of the corn or upon the ciul of 
the corn rows, and your garden truck 
upon the end of the potato rows, as 
to m ake a sep arate patch of each \ari- 
ety. 
J have lost m uch tim e for w ant of 
proper system in arrangem ent of crops. 
I now find it a great convenience to 
put them all together «s far as praeti- 
able. 
If i am cultivating m y potatoes 
And wish to w ork in the gnrd«*n truck 
an hour, th e tools, hors<*s and crops 
ire all together.

It is tru e th a t handw riting is growing 
w orse and w orse all tho w orld over. 
This is the statem ent of Mr. Jackson 
In his “T heory and Practice of H and­ 
w riting." Official reports seem to con­ 
firm Mr. Jackson’s belief. On the other 
hand, as pointed out by the Boston 
News, persons of considerable experi­ 
ence in reading literary m anuscripts 
and exam ination papers of the higher 
orders can hardly agrees w ith him. As 
a rule, the m anuscripts of novels and 
of exam ination papers are legible and 
even ra th e r pleasing. T he exceptions j 
a re scarcely 4 p er cent in exam ination 
papers; in novels an author foolishly ! 
sends in a m ere rough d raft, w ith era- 
sions and additions tacked on by pins 
o r w aste ends of postage stam p paper. 
B ut these exam ples of handw riting are 
the w ork, except as regards m any nov­ 
els. of ra th e r highly educated persons, 
and they throw no light on th** hands of 
people fa r from literacy. T he letters 
of servant girls and of other people 
w ithout aspirations to culture are often 
penned in excellent and characteristic 
hands, and, on the whole, w e do not 
think th a t the age w rites ill, as a gen­ 
eral rule. N aturally people w ho have 
to w rite great quantities of “ropy” for 
the press or for other purposes find 
tb'*ir hands, if Rom an and fine at first, 
gradually disappear In scraw l due to 
fatigue. A num ber of popular and pro­ 
lific authors are suffering from “w ri­ 
te rs' cram p.” and their hands m ust 
have been d« generated in the progress 
of the m alady. 
To do the w ork w ith the m inimum of 
fatigue is the author s object and cer­ 
tainly it seem s .as if the m en and 
women w ith the m ost slovenly hands 
suffer least from w riters’ cram p. Mr. 
Jackson, how ever, thinks th at w riting 
is very bad, th a t its badness is due to 
bad teaching, prom iscuously selected 
m odels (he prefers exam ples on the 
blackboard to headlines) and, above all, 
tin* erro r is in sloping as opposed to 
perpendicular or vertical w riting. T he 
natural m an, he thinks, sits upright to 
his w ork aud would w rite perpendic­ 
ular, but for the prevalence of sloping 
copies. 
From these com es the habit of 
spraw ling sidew ays a t tfie desk, and 
th a t habit is bad fur the eyes, bad for 
the spine, bad fo r discipline in the 
school (as it facilitates tattling), and. 
finally, bad for the handw riting. The 
slope keeps on running dow n hill till 
it los**s itself in 
an 
indecipherable 
scraw l.
